WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.- Former 
Senator Shelby M. Cullom of Illinois, 
died at his home

afternoon, 
shortly before 2 o’clock. 
The former senator had been in : 
public life in Illinois and the nation 
tor nearly fifty-eight years. He vvas 
born November 
22, 
1 829, in Elk; 
Springs. Ky* and after g rad u a tin g ' 
from 
Rock 
River seminary. Mount 
Morris. 111., was elected to the IIH-I 
nois legislature in 1856, serving uri-i 
til 1864, when he was sent to coil- • 
gress for three terms. 
Following re-election to the Illi­ 
nois legislature, 
Cullom 
became a 
candidate for governor of 
Illinois, 
was elected in 1876 and served tw*o 
terms. In 1885 he was elected to the j 
Fnited Spates senate, serving con­ 
tinuously until 1911. H** served on 
several national commissions, 
hav­ 
ing been appointed by the late Presi­ 
dent 
Mc Kin lex 
as chairman of the 
Hawaiian commission, and on 
the 
hoard of regents of the Smithsonian 
t list it lite 
Cullom practiced law with Abra­ 
h a m Lincoln at Springfield in the 
I early fifties and a! wavs prided blm- 
jself en his resemblance to Lincoln. 
Since his retirement from the sen- 
jr.te. he had devoted most of his time 
i to his duties as a member of the 
icommission authorized to erect the 
; Lincoln memorial. 
Tho end came peacefully for the 
aged statesman. He was in a state 
of semi-coma all through the m orn­ 
ing.

occasionally recognizing 
relatives at his bedside. 
Cullom has been dangerously ill 
for ten days and his game battle 
against death astounded physicians.
